Overseas Dependents 
Boost Airlift Need 


By JACK VINCENT 


WASHINGTON—The Department..of Defense 
has 632,563 dependents—including 309,171 wives, and 
children of the Army—scattered overseas, a hither- 
to classified document revealed this week as the 
Air Force made plans to beef up its airlift with 
definite provisions to evacuate such dependents if 
the cold war gets hot. 

The Army alone has more than 180,000 wives 
and children in Germany and France, it was reported. 
Plans for their evacuation, in event of trouble, have 
been worked out, rehearsals held and rations ready. 
Some of them would be taken out by plane, with 
as many as 200 mothers and children on one air- 
craft. Others would make their Way by private car 
and bus to the coast of France to. await. another 
Dunkirk operation. Details are secret. Families 
abroad know them. 

Most of the air evacuation of dependents would 
be up to what is now known as the AF’s Military 
Air Transport Service. There now is under considera- 
tion a proposal to change the name of MATS to the 
Military Airlift Command or the Strategic Airlift 
Command or a name that would indicate that MATS 
is the’ overall military airline not only for the AF 
but for the Army and Navy as well. 

First big job on M-day for MATS or whatever 
the new service is called would be to airlift Army 
STRAC or Marine units and necessary support cargo 
to trouble spots. “Those planes,” said a DOD spokes- 
man, “Are not going te come back empty. We'll 
evacuate dependents in them and if we get the kind 
of planes we want, we'll be able to take out 200 
dependents in one plane. For those in Berlin, this 
must be a must.!” 

MATS now has 487 planes for its strategic air- 
lift. Uniquely, its requirements as set down by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, call for only a total of 350 
aircraft. But the latter.are supposed to be bigger 
and jet or turbo-prop planes. With them, MATS 
hopes to be able to do twice or thrice the job 
it can do now with its 487 planes. 

According to the military, MATS is now in the 
process of procuring 50 big C-130’s and 50 C-135

Senate to Study Retirement, 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
will not take up the retired pay 
equalization bill this year. 

Instead its Armed Services com- 
mittee will conduct a top-to-bottom 
study of all military retirement 
laws: 

These two decisions were reached 
unanimously by the committee at 
a long closed-door sessiin 20 
August. 

They represent the carrying out 
of a threat; or promise, voiced 
last year by Sen. John Stennis 
(D., Miss.), chairman of the com- 
mittee’s pay subcOmmittee, when 
the drive was at peak to get the 


same retired pay for more senior 
officers retired before 1 June 1958. 
At that time Sen. Stennis voiced 
his strong opposition to giving the 
same pay to those retired before 
1 June 1958, as after, and said 
that-if the issue came to a head 
he’d open.up the whole question 
of military retirement. And, he 
added, that would@-include the 
question of a contributory.system. 
The sweeping study orderéd~by 
the Senate committee will be con- 
tracted out to an independent re- 
search group having no ties with 
the government in general or the 
armed services in particular. 


Not Act on Pay Equalization 


The group has not yet been 
picked, but the Committee said it 
would make the selection as soon 
as possible. It hopes the study 
can be completed early in 1961 so 
that any legislation resulting from 
the study can be considered during 
the 1961 session of Congress. 


A LONG and stormy history is 
behind the question of pay raises 
for retired service personnel.

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Retirements 
Rise Affects 
Officers, EM 


WASHINGTON — Increas- 
ing numbers of officers and 
enlisted retirements are im- 
proving future promotion 
prospects for the active Army. 
The monthly officer separa- 
tion report prepared by The 
Adjutant General's office 
shows 555 officer retirements 
and more than 100 enlisted re- 
tirements as officers for July. 


These reports are becoming in- 
creasingly significant, Army of- 
ficials said. First of all they show 
how, in NCO ranks, the men who 
are stripers dre getting out after 
20 years to open up promotion 
chances for younger soldiers, par- 
ticularly in the stagnated E-6 and 
E-7 grades, 

During the last fiscal year 
(which ended 30 June) the num- 
ber of NCOs retiring as officers 
ran about 40 a month. In June the 
number went up to about 70. In 
July, the exact count was 103, 
This month and in the months to 
come the number is expected to 
keep shooting up as one-time of- 
ficers who were riffed back to

While it was skipping the 
Hiss Act, the Senate passed a bill 
to give Medal of Honor winners a

This measure as it passed the 
House would have given each 
Medal holder $100 a month in 
place of the present pension of 
$10 a month beginning at age 65.

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MANEUVER HELD AT FORT BRAGG 


Airborne Jumps in Biggest Peacetime Air Drop 


FORT BRAGG, N.C.—In the largest peacetime airborne maneuver since World War II, 
paratroopers of the 101st Abn. Div. parachuted into “enemy-held territory early this week 
and were successful in establishing an airhead 15 miles west of Fayetteville, the capitol 
city of a hypothetical country, Platka. 


The exefcise, Bright Star Pine 
Cone III, is an Army and Air Force 
exercise held at Fort Bragg and 
nearby Air Force bases. Its major 
objectives are to provide training 
in peacetime for troop carrier ele- 
ments of the Air Force Reserve and 
active Army Airborne units and 
other units of the Strategic Army 
Corps, as well as tactical fighter 
and reconnaissance units of the 
Air National Guard. It is also in- 
tended to provide realistic peace- 
time field training in ground opera- 
tions for STRAC units in limited 
war situations. 

The 82d Abn. Div. was scheduled 
to jump later this week after their 
scheduled Tuesday air assault was 
cancelled because of bad weather. 
Men from the 82d were to jump to 
reinforce the 101st. 

According to the controlled prob- 
lem, the air drops were the United 
State’s answer to the invasion of 
Platka by the armies of North Vada, 
an aggressive nation bordering 
Platka on the north. i 

” 


THE GOVERNMENT of Platka, 
troubled by international problems, 
had been infiltrated by agents of 
North Vada recently. These agents 
had busied themselves stirring up 
the populace and creating dissen- 
sion to soften the country before 
the invasion. 

On 3 July, regimental-size units 
of the North Vada army penetrated 
Platka along an axis formed by the 
Atlantic Coastline Railroad and 
Highway 301. By 15 July, division- 
size units had moved up to rein- 
* force the smaller forces and to aid 
the drive southward. 

Plaka’s minister of defense noti- 


fied the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff 
that his country’s president was 
considering calling upon the United 
States for assistance under the pro- 
visions of an existing mutual de- 
fense pact. 

The U.S. received the official re- 
quest on 1 August. On 13 August, 
the Strategic Army Corps (STRAC) 
was ordered to deploy to desig- 
nated airfields in Platka. 

Advance elements of the 10ist 
Abn. Div. moved out immediately 
and were airlifted to Platka by the 
Military Air Transport service. 

BY 16 AUGUST, more than 7000 
paratroopers and over 2000 tons of 
equipment had been airlifted to 
southern Platka, and marshalling 
procedures for the jump were 
under way. 

The remaining elements of the 
division were airlifted to Platka 
later as the Air Force fighter-bomb- 
er wings located in southern Platka 
stepped up the attack with strafing 
and bombing missions over North 
Vada strongholds. 

Around 19 August, word went 
out in the marshalling area that, 
“This is it.” Those who could sleep 
were roused out, began striking 
camp and attending to last minute 
details in preparation for the jump. 

In less than two hours the troops 
were ready to go. They donned their 
parachutes, and at exactly 0530 the 
first trooper “hit the silk” over 
northern Platka and the attack was 
on. 

Jumping from the lead troop car- 
rier in the exercise was the 101st 
commanding general, Maj. Gen. 
Ben Harrell.

WASHINGTON — Cold war vet- 
erans who became disabled or are 
killed as the result of hostile acts 
overseas, or their survivors, would 
be eligible for wartime benefits un- 
der a proposal! introduced last week 
by Rep. Alvin Bentley.

the American Legion that such 
legislation was necessary and noted 
that some 81 U.S. military fliers 
are dead or missing after being 
shot down by Soviet bloc forces. 
The Bentley bill has the backing 


of the Department of the Army. It 
would provide compensation, pen- 
sion and vocational rehabilitation 
rights to disabled cold war veterans 
and would exempt them from fed- 
eral dual compensation laws. 


If the serviceman dies his sur- 
viving widow and children would be 
entitled to death compensation pay- 
ments and his children would be en- 
titled to war oprhans education as- 
sistance. 

Bentley said it was his opinion 
that servicemen who become in- 
volved in warlike activities during 
peacetime deserve the same treat- 
ment as was accorded veterans of 
World War II and the Korean War. 


“The cold war, which shows no 
sign of terminating in the foresee- 
able future, has placed many of our 
troops in the kind of jeopardy 
which was not anticipated when 
Korean War GI Bill benefits were 
a'lowed to expire,” Beatley noted.

THE MICHIGAN legislator, run- 
ning for the Senate seat of Demo- 
crat William McNamara, said we 
must face up to our cold war obli- 
gations and even though we have 
been technically at peace for sev- 
eral years. 

“I believe we have unwittingly 
neglected to accord these cour- 
ageous men and their dependents 
the same benefits and protections 
which we so willingly bestowed on 
their comrades who were exposed 
to similar crises during periods of 
“official” war. 

The Bentley measure has been re- 
ferred to the House Veterans Af- 
fairs committee. Rep. Olin Teague 
(D., Tex.), committee chairman, 
predicted that the legislation will 
be among the committee’s first or- 
der of business in 1961.

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Army Emergency Relief Grows 
To $10 Million Organization

WASHINGTON—Army Emergency Relief, now campaigning to collect $600,000 to 
help the Army take care of its own, has grown since World War II to an organization that 
is worth more than $10 million. 


The AER is conducting a volun- 
tary contribution campaign from 1 
May to 20 September. The money, 
as Chief of Staff Gen, Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer has put it, is used to 
“assist members of the Army or 
their families in times of personal 
distress, often caused or aggravated 
by the exigencies of military 
service.” 


The organization’s latest report 
shows that it helped more than 
35,000 soldiers and dependents last 
year, spending almost $4.3 million. 
Some of this money is being repaid, 
but much of it is in the form of out- 
right grants, 

AER put up $1.3 million last year 


Ft. Jackson Unit Explodes 
56 Old Incendiary Bombs 


FORT JACKSON, S.C. — Fifty- 
six unexploded four-pound incen- 
diary bombs were uncovered and 
removed from the Lake Murray 
area by the Fort Jackson explosive 
disposal unit last week. 

Kenneth Sturgeon of Columbia 
discovered some suspicious objects 
on newly purchased property near 
Lake Murray. He telephoned the 
fort and two men from the 48th 
Ordnance Det., First Lt. Richard 
J. Keogh and SP6 Hufford N. Horn, 
went to the property and discover- 
ed 56 unexploded bombs, which 
dated back approximately 15 years. 

Bombs, some found partially 
covered, were placed in a trailer 
and packed in sand bags. They 
were then hauled to the Fort Jack- 
son disposal pits and burned. Two 


Dugway Aided 
‘Pony Express’ 
In Utah Desert 


DUGWAY PROVING GROUND, 
Utah—The ambulance section of 
the Army Hospital at Dugway 
Proving Ground, supported by the 
radio communications _ section, 
rode with the Pony Express Re- 
run for 140 miles through the 
desert recently. Due to the rough 
terrain, the isolation of the area, 
and the heat through the desert 
from Lookout Pass to the Nevada 
border, the Army medical unit 
supported the Pony Express Re- 
run with radio-equipped ambu- 
lances. 

This event gave the hospital 
valuable training in desert and 
high temperature driving. At one 
point on the route the temperature 
reached 112 degrees. Due to the 
heat, the distances and the odd 
effects of the Salt Lake desert, 
radio communications was quite 
difficult. The maneuver showed 
that there is a great need for a 
more compact powerful radio set

Lt. Keogh said that the bombs 
were probably dropped during 
Worla War II when the Army Air 
Corps was using the opposite side 
of the lake as a practice bomb 
range. The bombs dropped in clus- 
ters which separate in the air, and 
burn at approximately 4600 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. One out of five 
of this type bomb is packed with 
an explosive charge. 

When the bombs were burned at 
the fort they burned for approxi- 
mately 10 minutes and left only a 
puddle of molten iron.

to help almost 12,000 dependents 
who needed money in a hurry. An- 
other 5727 people received emer- 
gency. travel cash from AER, while 
6297 were helped when they failed 
to receive regular pay or allow- 
ances. Others got help in emer- 
gencies involving medical, dental 
or hospital bills, rent, funeral ex- 
penses or lost money. Almost 1000 
cases last year were treated as con- 
fidential either because of poten- 
tial embarrassment, or because 
security information might have 
been revealed. 

THE YEAR-END financial state- 
ment of the organization, whose 
president is retired Gen. Wade H. 
Haislip, shows that AER has almost 
$10.7 million in assets, which bring 
in an income of about $290,000 a 
year. Most of this money comes 
from public appeals made during 
War II, and since then AER has 
tried to maintain a fund of about 
$9 million so that in the event of 
another big war, it won’t have to 
solicit funds from outside the 
Army. 

The financial report shows that 
the organization owns 1000 shares 
of ‘General Motors, 81 shares of 
IBM, 1000 shares of Pepsi-Cola, 500 
shares of U.S. Steel and thousands 
of shares in other American cor- 
porations. It also owns more than 
$5 million in U.S. Treasury securi- 
ties and almost $3 million in other 
bonds and notes (such as Sears 
Roebuck and AT&T). 

AER’s loan and grant policy was 
explained recently this way: 

“Assistance is rendered either as 
a loan without interest repayable 
in small monthly installments; as 
a grant if repayment would cause 
undue hardship; or a combination 
of a loan and grant. Assistance to 
dependents of Army personnel 
dying while on active duty is in- 
variably made as an outright grant. 
If at any time repayment of a loan 
is causing undue hardship, the 
unpaid balance is declared uncol- 
lectible.” 

In the past 10 years AER has 
loaned and granted almost $32 
million ‘to soldiers and _ their 
families, Administrative expenses 
were less than two percent of this 
figure. During this period, more 
than $26 million was repaid by

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Soldiers Back From Exercise 
On Island Near Red Peninsula

FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—More than 135 soldiers of Co. B, 1st BG, 23d Infantry 
have returned to Fort Richardson following a month-long training operation on St. Law- 
rence Island: The 100-mile-long by 25-mile-wide island is located in the Bering Sea about 


750 air miles from Anchorage. 


Under command of Capt. Thomas 
U. Harrold, Co. B and attached 
units, called Task Force Gambell, 
took part inthe joint-service am- 
operation along 
with eléments of the Navy and Air 
Force. 

The infantry task force left An- 
chorage 6 July aboard the USNS 
Harris County, LST-822, for the 
six day voyage down the Aleutian 
Chain and up to the village of 
Gambell, on Sf.

They left the 
gaping bow-jaws of the LST at 
about midnight 12 July, in the first 
amphibious assault of the training 
operation. 

Fighting ankle-deep pea gravel, 
the infantrymen established a tent 
city base camp about 700 yards 
a the Eskimo village of Gam- 


Otters, weasels, bulldozers, a 
tracked crane and other tracked 
vehicles for moving heavy equip- 
ment and supplies in an amphibious 
maneuver, followed the combat 
troops from the LST. 

A squad of combat engineers 
from U.S. Army Alaska Support 
Command’s 562d Eng. Co. handled 
the heavy equipment for the ad- 
vancing infantrymen. After nearly 
a week at sea aboard the LST, 
Task Force Gambell soldiers 
moved into their first series of sim- 
ulated combat operations early 13 
July.

and ears of USARAL on the remote 
island. Gambell faces Russia’s 
Chukotskiy Peninsula, about 35 
miles across the Bering Sea. 

Many overland and umiak (Es- 
kimo skin boat made from walrus 
hide patrols were made during 
the “Operation Gambell” maneu- 
ver, with Alaska National Guard 
scouts providing the overwater 
transportation. Most of the 
umiaks are powered by 35 horse- 
power outboard motors, and the 
Eskimo citizen-soldiers are all ex- 
pert boatmen. 

Part of the Task Force Gambell 
mission on patrol was to search 
out and verify the accuracy of ex- 
isting geodetic survey markers lo- 
cated at points throughout the is- 
land. 

Before the combat training be- 
came too intensive, Harrold and 
his men made a visit to the village 
for- a special people-to-people pro- 
gram. The men presented an M-76 
Otter load of clothing, toys and as- 
sorted items to the people of Gam- 
bell; “and made 350 life-long 
friends” (the number of people in 
the village), according to Herbert 
Apassingok, president of the vil- 
lage council. 

On 17 July, Task Force Gambell 


troops took Sunday break . with 
church services in their tent city 
followed by a tour of Gambell. 

That evening an “old and new” 
style hoedown was held in the vil- 
lage Alaska National Guard Ar- 
mory, with soldiers and Eskimos 
demonstrating their individual “na- 
tive” talents.

ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUNDS, Md.—More than 100 
Regular Army officers who chose 
the Ordnance Corps as their ca- 
reer branch after a tour with the

THE COMPREHENSIVE 
ture of the Ordnance service and 
the increasing complexity of mili- 
tary equipment make it difficult 
for an officer to become technical- 
ly proficient in all aspects of ord- 
nance. The officer indoctrination 
tour has been established to pro- 
vide junior ordnance with a solid 
foundation of training and experi- 
ence within one commodity area 
to which they will be assigned. The 
commodity areas include tank-au- 
tomobile, armament, missiles or 
special weapons. 

The officer indoctrination tour 
normally covers a period of three 
years and includes service school 
training or attendance at civilian 
colleges or universities. 

Those qualified for advanced 
schooling will study for their mas- 
ter’s degrees in one of the engi- 
neering fields or in physics, nu- 
clear physics, mathematics, or 
chemistry. 

Those officers obtaining their 
Master’s degree, within a 2-year 
maximum period, will then enter 
the remaining commodity portion 
of their three year Ordnance in- 
doctrination tour. 

The career officer program is 
so designed that each officer will 
receive technical schooling and 
practical experience before later 
assuming Ordnance command and 
staff and field grade assignments. 
Attendance to the Advanced Ord- 
nance Officer Course, held at the 
Proving Ground, and at the Com- 
mand and General Staff College is 
included in the Ordnance career 
pattera. 


Army Scientists Develop New, 
Easier Treatment for Rabies | 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.—One of the most feared of human diseases received a 
setback at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., when Army scientists proved a safe, new method of 
inoculating people against rabies. 


In a report to the American 
Veterinary Medical Association at 
Denver, Lt. Col. William H. 
Dieterich, chief of the Fourth 
Army Medical Laboratory's vet- 
erinary and virology divisions, re- 
vealed that he and his assistants 


have tested a new type vaccine 
which is easier to administer and 
takes less dosage to be effective. 

Formerly, treatment for victims 
of rabid animal bites was to ad- 
minister 14 shots of prophylactic 
vaccine, in as many days, into the 
abdomen. Even with this type 
treatment, Dieterich said there 
was still a chance that the victim 
might succumb from rabies. He 
said about one person in 600 re- 
ceiving the older type inoculations 
had reacted to the nerve tissue 
in the vaccine, and some have 
died. 

In developing the new _ tech- 
nique, Dieterich confirmed that 
three shots in 14 days, into the 
arm, gave the same protection as 
14 abdominal shots of the vac- 
cine during the same period. He 
also found that a person formerly 
immunized needed only a booster 
shot of the new vaccine at regular 
intervals, instead of 14 shots of 
the old type each time a person 
was bitten, in order to remain 
immunized for life. 

Dieterich said he foresees the 
time when children will be given 
rabies shots, like whooping cough 
or diphtheria injections, which 
will protect them for life.

ASSISTED BY Capt. Edwin P. 
Jenevein and Mrs. Dorothy Shel- 
ton, of San Antonio, Tex., Col. 
Dieterich worked for a year with 
32 human volunteers to perfect 
the method. The volunteers were 
divided into six groups for the 
study. 

The groups were comprised of 
Army.and Air Force dog handlers, 
veterinarians, and laboratory tech- 
nicians who were given doses of 
a special duck-embryo vaccine. 
Rigid schedules were followed de- 
pending upon whether or not the 
volunteers had been treated pre- 
viously for rabies. The first-tim- 
ers received three shots, and those 
with previous immunization re- 
ceived only a booster shot. The 
volunteers’ blood was drawn at 
predetermined intervals and test- 
ed for antibody titers — build-up 
of resistance against rabies. 

The new vaccine was selected 
for the experiments because it 
was known to produce rapid anti-

body response, had formerly pre- 
pared recipients for a good re- 
sponse to beoster inoculations, 
and had brought out the recall 
phenomenon in persons previous- 
ly immunized with other type vac- 
cines. It had also been shown it 
would not affect the nervous sys- 
tem, and had passed the National 
Institute of Health potency test 
and was licensed for general use. 
SCIENTISTS AT the Fourth 
Army Medical Laboratory have 
been fighting a constant battle 
against rabies. A few years ago 
at the laboratory an Army scien- 
tist was one of the first to prove 
that bats carried the disease. 
For the past year the Army lab- 


oratory has been the only one in 
the world to routinely use the new 
fluorescent antibody technique to 
detect rabies in animals. The 
method cut the time of discovery 
from as much as 21 days to a few 
hours. The laboratory has also 
added this new technique for 
studying other diseases. 

Col. Dieterich said that conr- 
bined with the fluorescent anti- 


body technique, the new vaccine’ 


will be a boon to persons whose 
occupations place them at a high 
risk of exposure to rabies. Fears 
of contracting the disease will be 
reduced for veterinarians, post- 
men, newsboys, laboratory techni- 
cians, dog handlers and trainera, 
and dozens of others.

No Single Plan, Please 


WO HIGH-RANKING retired officers 

from each of the four armed services 
governed by the Officer Promotion Act of 
1947 are working on a major overhaul of 
that 13-year-old law. 

That it needs some changes is pretty 
generally agreed. That the present law is 
basically good, however, is evident from the 
fact that, with a few minor changes, it has 
provided a plan the services have been able 
to operate under for 13 years of post war 
peace, hot war in Korea and cold war since, 

OPA does need up-dating, and a com- 
petent group of Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Air Force officers has been put on the 
job. On that much there is pretty general 
agreement. 

But on what the changes should be there 
begins to emerge some decided differences of 
opinion. 

We want to discuss one very important 
principle in dispute at this time. There’s a 
lot of comment in various places about a 
uniform promotion law for all the services. 
We hope the committee isn’t swayed too 
much by such talk. 

Each service seeks to solve so many prob- 
lems and gain so many objectives in its pro- 
motion law that it is a minor miracle when 
a service can come up with a good promotion 
plan—for itself alone. 

To force four such plans into one legisla- 
tive straitjacket can be done only in one of 
two ways. 

One is to write a very vague bill which 
in effect leaves most details to the individual 
services, That’s unification in name only. 
Worse, it would leave the careers of mem- 
bers of the four officer corps up to adminis- 
trative whim with very little in the way of 
statutory safeguards. Anyway, we don’t 
think Congress would accept such a bill if the 
services offered it — at least, we hope it 
wouldn't. 

The other way to get a common bill is 
te compromise and compromise and com- 
promise so that a single, detailed system can 
be written. Of course the system would not 
meet the needs of any one of the four serv- 
ices. It might serve one service well if that 
service got its plan adopted in all details. 

Uniformity for the sake of uniformity is 
folly. 

The other side of that coin is that dif- 
ference just to be different is equally inde- 
fensible. Each service should have to justify 
its differences. If it cannot, there is no reason 
to retain them. But if fair-minded men see a 
good case for a difference, it should be kept. 

The ideal, in short, should be a promo- 
tion law in four parts, each like the other 
three in many provisions but each tailored to 
the peculiar needs of the services which must 
live and, perhaps, fight with it. 

This is the approach we hope the commit- 
tee will take: 

Get each service’s proposed plan. Look at 
each comparable provision. Ask each service 
to explain why it wants it that way. Have 
all services listen to these explanations. Then, 
based on logic and the best interests of each 
service and of all services, reach conformity 
or allow individuality. 

Never forget that a promotion system is 
not just a scheme for pinning on different 
insignia or rank at fixed intervals. A pro- 
motion system determines largely who will, 
and who will not, choose to enter military 
life. It determines who of the applicants will 
be retained, It determines who will be given 
power over increasingly important segments 
of military and civilian manpower, weapons 
and resources, and who ultimately will have 
the direction of the nation’s defenses—the 
very life of the nation—in their hands.

Field Grade

A favorite subject of today’s military 
writer is how to “re-vitalize and improve” 
the officer corps. To date, a number of 
programs have been inaugurated, i.e., 


Bootstrap, advanced schooling, integra- 


tion of reservists into the Regular Army, 
etc. However, a vital area has been over- 
looked: leadership. 

A large percentage of the field grade 
officers in the Army today cannot organ- 
ize Or Manage as much as a peanut stand. 
Many people are quick to agree this con- 
dition exists, but like the weather, no 
one does anything to improve the sit- 
uation. 

Entirely too many senior officers be- 
lieve the subject of leadership is some- 
thing with which to harass the non-com- 
missioned officer corps and second lieu- 
tenants while they do little or nothing 
to improye themselves. 

This condition, in most instances, is 
basically not-the fault of the individual 


officer, but rather the system’s failing. . 


This is particularly true of technical serv- 
ice types who have never been afforded 
the opportunity to work with line units. 

However, there is salvation as one 
need not have actual command experience 
to acquire an appreciation of the sub- 
ject. An awareness of the quality of 
“leadership” and its definition, an under- 
standing of the “principles of leadership,” 
and daily application are certainly the 
first steps toward becoming a better 
leader. 

Many officers take the attitude that 
upon being commissioned, leadership 
automatically follows. Some of. our 
“great” leaders may have been born with

this quality but most of us must work 
to acquire our share. 

Those who have never or have not 
recently taken the leadership manual in 
hand should do so today. 

Can you name the “Principles of 
Leadership”? 

Many of today’s field grades are 
commanding nothing more than an office 
force (and violating every basic principle 
of leadership and management, at that) 
and these are the officers who will be 
commanding battalions, battle groups, 
have responsible staff position, in time 
of emergency. f 

It is hard to realize that such a tre- 
mendous number of our field grades are 
poor organizers and leaders. Many field 
grades make gfeat sport of sniping their 
subordinates’ qualities of leadership; how- 
ever, in most cases this is only the pot 
calling the kettle black. 

Aggressive action at the Department 
of the Army level to improve leadership 
and management qualities of “all leaders” 
must commence immediately in order to 
achieve present as well as future military 
goals. 

Masters degrees are fine, other ad- 
vanced training is excellent; however, 
the money and time are wasted if the 
officer cannot inspire the subordinate to 
produce his best work. Granted, many 
senior officers get results, but are those 
results the product of a devoted subordi- 
nate or the product of the “just enough 
to keep that jerk off my neck” attitude? 
Even the officer who attacks the job at 
hand with vigor and enthusiasm but has 
not taken the time to organize and under- 
stand the capabilities and -limitations of 
his subordinates is in all probability reap- 
ing less than 25% efficiency.

What If the Reds 
Aren’‘t Lying?

SOVIET propaganda machine is eagerly emphasiz- 
ing the testimony of Francis G. Powers to the effect 
that the U-2 aircraft which he was piloting on a recon- 


naissance. .mission, Soviet 
territory. was, hit by, a. Soviet 
anti-aircraft, weapon while fly- 
ing at an. altitude of 68,000 feet. 

From the time of Nikita 
Khrushchev’s . first statements 
on the U-2 incident, altitude fig- 
ures indicating a hit at 65,000 
feet or Over have been prom- 
inently asserted by the Soviets. 

What is not known is whether 
or not Powers is telling the 
truth. 

* 

THIS reporter has no thought 
of suggesting that a brave and 
dedicated young American is 
deliberately supporting a Soviet 
propaganda claim to the detri- 
ment of his country. But the abil- 
ity of Communist techniques 
to induce witnesses being 
“prepared” for such a public ex- 
hibition as this trial to say, or 
indeed to come to _ believe, 
things which are not true has 
been all too often exemplified. 

If the, statement is true, the 
Soviets have developed an anti- 
aircraft missile capable of hit- 
ting targets, at much, greater al- 
titudes than has previously been 
credited in U. S._ military 
circles. ,, 

If the statement is not true, 
the Soviets, have gone to consid- 
erable lengths, to induce the 
rest of the world to believe they 
have such a weapon. 

* * 


IN ANY case, they are adver- 
tising such a capability, whether 
they have it or -not. 

The reason is obvious. 

For some time to come—two 
or three years if not more—the 
ability of the United States to 
deliver nuclear _ retaliatory 
strikes against targets in the 
Soviet Union will continue to be 
chiefly dependent on manned 
aircraft as the delivery vehicle 
—in large part the planes of 
the Strategic Air Command, with 
an assist by Navy carrier-based 
aircraft. 

During this period, the chief 
Soviet delivery vehicle for at- 
tacking targets in the United 
States with nuclear weapons will 
be intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles. Against the latter, there 
is at present no defense, and it 
is not likely that there will be 
any reliable defense before the 
mid-1960’s, if then. Therefore 
our safety rests on a reliable 
and credible deterrent force. 


SECURITY against Soviet- 
missile attack boils down to mak- 
ing sure the Soviet leadership 
does not dare to fire missiles 
against us because of the cer- 
tainty and inevitability of re- 
taliation in kind. 

In this kind of grim calcula- 
tion, the capabilities of the 
Soviet defense against penetra- 
tion of Soviet territory by our 
aircraft is therefore of great— 
perhaps | crucial — importance. 
Against aircraft, of course, de- 
fense is pOssible. The question 
is, what do the Soviets believe 
as to the capabilities of their 
own defense forces? 

If they believe these can 
shoot down a very high percent- 
age of our bomb-carrying planes, 
or if they can induce us to be- 
lieve this whether or not it is 
true, they have greater freedom 
of action for various forms of 
aggressive activities than would 
Otherwise be the case. 


Even if they cannot induce us 
to believe it, the extent to which 
they can bamboozle the peoples 
of allied and noncommittal coun- 
tries into believing it under- 
mines in some degree confidence 
in our capacity to defend the 
free world and reduces the 
measure of faith to be placed in 
our undertakings to do so. 


THERE may be some indica- 
tion as to whether or not the 
story of the 68,000-foot hit is 
true in the treatment accorded 
to Mr. Powers when the trial is 
over. If he should be immedi- 
ately released as some hopeful 
observers have suggested pos- 
sible, there would be a strong 
presumption that the statement 
is true, or that Powers for some 
reason believes it to be true and 
can be expected to stick to it. 

If he is dealt with otherwise 
—by imprisonment for a term 
of years, say—then there is a 
presumption (perhaps not as 
strong) that it may not be true, 
and that the Communists are 
not certain that Powers will con- 
tinue to believe it or repeat it 
indefinitely. 

The fact remains that high- 
level (above 60,000 feet) flights 
by U-2 aircraft have been tak- 
ing place over and along the 
borders of Soviet territory for 
more than four years, and that 
no such aircraft has previously 
been brought down by Soviet 
missile fire; nor have attempts 
by Soviet fighter planes to 
reach them been _ successful, 
though such attempts have been 
witnessed by U-2 pilots. 


All other U. S. aircraft which 
have been attacked or brought 
down by the Soviet forces have 
been the victims of fighter 
planes at considerably lesser 
altitudes. 

* 


IF THE Soviets do have a mis- 
sile now which is effective at 
over 60,000 feet — somewhat 
above the maximum ceiling of 
our work-horse SAC bomber, 
the B-52—this is not good news. 
It does not mean that we can- 
not penetrate their defenses; it 
does mean that our sacrifices if 
we had to do so would be great- 
ly increased. 

An early and rapid build-up 
of Polaris sea-based missile 
power—a former of deterrent 
which cannot be destroyed by 
surprise missile attack and 
against which the Soviets have 
no defense at all, any more than 
we have against their missiles— 
would do a great deal to relieve 
from: these gathering anxie- 
ies.

WENT TO the penitentiary last Thursday —for a few hours. It was one of the 

pleasantest afternoons I spent since coming back from vacation. The occasion was 
the fifth annual jazz festival at Lorton Reformatory, the jail where the federal govern- 
ment and Washington city keep about 1800 prison- 
ers who have committed serious crimes. This 
wasn’t just any ordinary local jazz festival; this 
was the real thing. Performing were Louis Arm- 
strong and his group, Count Basie and his entire 
band, and batches of other jazz greats including 
Charles Byrd, who may be the world’s greatest 
guitarist. 

I drove down to Lorton, about 20 miles south of 
Washington, with Army Times jazz critic Tom 
Scanlan. I was surprised when we got there — 
after being checked for firearms, whiskey and 
drugs, we were led into the center of the prison, 
where we found big beds of flowers, neat land- 
scapes and the most painstakingly-manicured base- 
ball field in this part of the country. When the 
field was dedicated recently, some of the Washing- 
ton Senators said they wished their ball diamond 
were as good. 

We got to the ball field, where the concert was

to get inte Lorton for the jazz festival, and he 
had to explain that it was easy te get in — but 
getting out was a problem. The inmates thought 


held;- just as the inmates began filing into the 
stands. The prisoners, who are averaging about 
four-and-a-haif years of time in the prison (quite 
a few lifers were included) were neat and orderly 
in their blue denim uniforms: Here and there I 
saw. splotches of white shirts. The blue and white 
ranks were broken here and there by khaki-colored 
guard uniforms. The inmates were somewhat 
excited and a little boisterous — but better be- 


haved than equivalent soldier audiences.

TOM AND I skirted around a big food truck in 
order to get into the VIP section, which was in the 
third base dugout. Inmates were preparing a 
handsome buffet for their guests, under the super- 
vision of a white-uniformed chief steward who 
made sure I knew that his name was C. E. Wade. 

From the dugout, we had a good view of a make- 
shift wooden stage built between home plate and 
the pitcher’ mound. By the time the concert be- 
gan, inmates filled the stands in a semi-circle 


reaching from first base to third base. 


First on the program was the Jazz Disciples, 
a 10-piece band of prisoners who were roughly 
twice as good as the jazz outfit you're likely to 
hear at your favorite bar tonight. Some of the 
prisoner. musicians were first-rate, and we were 
told that the Disciples will be even better next 
month — when two excellent musicians are 


scheduled to start prison sentences. 


As the concert got under way, there was one 
female in the VIP section — blonde newspaper re- 
There 
were lots of eyes on that girl, but nobody around 
her heard anything that wasn’t proper and genteel. 

While the Jazz Disciples blew up a storm — 
and they were mighty good — the KPs brought a 
big cake into the dugout. On the cake was a pink, 
blue and gold five-piece jazz band, and in big pink 
letters was the legend: “Sth Annual Lorton Jass 
Festival.” The spelling may not have been perfect, 
but the art work was pretty good, and so was the 
cake. Behind the cake was a bowl of asters and 


porter who was amply curved and pretty.

While the prison band was playing, the crowd 
let out a roar as Satchmo Armstrong arrived and 
walked down the stands to the dugout, followed by 
his combo. Armstrong, who was 60 years old on 
the Fourth of July and who has knocked around the 
world for many years, still walks with a springy 
bounce. And he still blows a trumpet in a manner 


that every trumpeter in the world should envy. 


ARMSTRONG soon was followed by Count 
Basie and his crew, and they drew an equally big 
cheer from the prisoners, some of whom had put 
towels on their heads to ward off the afternoon 
sun. Basie, unlike Armstrong who wore a proper 
shirt and tie (with coat carried over the arm), wore 
a blue plaid sport shirt, open at the neck. This 


was truly an informal jazz session. 


A few minutes later, Basie singer Joe Williams 
walked in, an expensive camera hanging around 
his neck. “How come all the boys around here 
know you? a musician asked Williams, who smiled, 
shrugged and took another picture of the audience. 

The Jazz Disciples finished playing and got a 
respectable round of applause — but it was obvious 
that the audience was waiting for the real thing. 
The prison chaplain — Fr. Carl Breitfeller — 
started the show by pointing out that the program 


this was funny, and their laughter filled part of 
the period required to set up Count Basie’s musi- 
cal equipment. 

Basie’s band came on — three trumpet men 
and the bass player wearing business suits, the 
rest in slacks and sport shirts — and the place 
rocked. The Count played some delicious piano 
solo. Despite an expanding pot belly. Basie can 
get close enough to that piano to thrill 1800 in- 
mates and at least a couple of Army Times men. 
His band is strong, crisp and clear, and 1800 feet 
were tapping when the band wound up with “One 
O’Clock Jump.” 

Before getting off the stage, the Basie crew 
accompanied vocalist Nancy Wilson, a gorgeous 
Negro gal in a white and bright orange dress. When 
the prisoners applauded her singing, they really 


. beat their palms — especially when she sang “All 


of You.” 


MISS WILSON was followed by guitarist 
Charlie Byrd and his trio, and seldom: have I seen 
1800 people listen to three musicians so intently. 
Byrd was great, but he suffered from the fact that 
he preceded the one American who is admired just 
about every place on earth, New Orleans trumpet 
man Daniel Louis Armstrong, Ambassador Satch- 
mo, the king of them all (the State Department is 
sending him to Africa in October to build up 
American prestige, and Louis will do it, too). 

As the guards patrolled in their watch towers, 
a homerun distance from the makeshift stage, 
Armstrong and his five-man group broke into 
“When It’s Sleepytime Down South,” the song 
he has used as his theme for several decades. Be- 
tween fervent sessions of applause, Armstrong & 
Co. played “Indiana”; “Bucket’s Got a Hole In It.” 
“Blueberry Hill” and several others. 

During the performance, one or two inmates at 
a time walked across the infield to within a dozen 
feet of the performers and snapped photographs. 

After awhile, ample-sized Velma Middleton 
stood next to Armstrong and-sang the “St. Louis 
Blues,” Velma, a sweet doll who has. worked with 
Armstrong for 15 years, is a real pro in the music 
world, and she had the audience with her all the 
way. When she and Louis sang “Don’t You Know” 
while she did her comic dance, 3600 eyes were 
unwaveringly aimed at her. 

LATER, Miss Middleton told me she didn’t 
mind volunteering to perform in the prison. Two 
years ago it enabled her to visit a friend in resi- 
dence. “And,” she added as she watched the next 
jazz group perform, “I seldom get a chance to 
sit through an entire show in the audience. I am 
one of those entertainers who enjoys seeing other 
entertainers.” 

Over in the corner of the dugout, Armstrong 
was preparing to leave for Washington. “Who is 
your favorite entertainer, Mr. Armstrong?” I asked 
of one of the most popular entertainers in history. 
like them all,” he said in his gravel-pit baritone, 
shying away from potential journalistic hot water. 

By the end of the concert, Scanlan and I noted 
the decorum of the prison audience. But as we ap- 
proached the gate, a guard asked to look into the 
car trunk. Finding it empty, he looked under the 
car to see if anybody was holding on to the axles. 
“Can't let any of these fellows out, you know,” the 
guard said.

WASHINGTON—Some 300 
industry and military leaders 
in the transportation field 
will, meet at Fort Bliss, Tex., 
next month. for a joint in- 
dustry-military seminar to 
discuss problems involved in.

New MOS Pay Rule Set

Monmouth, N.J., resulted in con- 
solidation of a number of special- 
ties. According to the Army. this 
caused a “world-wide overage of 
enlisted personnel” in this MOS. 
The Army has now ordered re- 
classification of men holding the 
MOS, and many of them are pres- 
ently drawing pro-pay. But officials 
recognize that these individuals 
cannot be held responsible for the 
problem and reclassification is be- 
ing ordered by the Army—not at 
the individual’s request. 

Thus the Army will continue to 
authorize pro pay for these indi- 
viduals in their new MOSs until 
tests are given in the new MOSs 
for requalification. But the Army’s 
order this week warned that failure 
to reclassify these individuals 
promptly could result in the pos- 
sible loss of proficiency pay. 

It was not known how many 
people are affected by the reclas- 
sification order. The Army said 
only that “not a large number of 
men” are holding the overstrength 
central office supervisor MOS. But 
last month’s announcement of rela- 
tive overstrengths for MOSs would 


indicate that it’s not a small num- 
ber either. Out of 52 overstrength 
MOSs in the grade of E-7, MOS 
No. 333 was listed as the 22d worst. 


In E-6, the MOS was 14th worst 
out of 67 MOSs-and it was 13th 
out of 52 for E-5. .

She Says: Quarters 
Need Improvement 
S€OLUMBUS, Ga.—After reading 
your article of two weeks ago, I 
became so infuriated about your 
ignorance of the availability of 
quarters and poor living condi- 
tions of military personnel, I am 
taking it upon myself to write you 
this letter. 

The Benning Park quarters at 
Fort Benning, where we are now 
living, were classified as sub- 
standard quarters for officers, so 
they imoved: NCOs into them. It’s 
a: -disgrace:to the Army to let 
N&€Os live in vermin-infested quar- 
ters such: as these. These quarters 
are>'run :down ‘and falling apart, 
and little*or no maintenance can 
be gotten: from the post engineers 
at Benning. 

The rent that we pay for these 
quarters and the unfairness in 
computing the cost of utilities 
is outrageous. If anything, the 
Army should pay the NCOs for 
living in these quarters. 

Another thing, the Army should 
start taking care of its own, and 
not worry about the civilian econ- 
omy. The rentals asked by the 
civilian landlords for the quar- 
ters they have to offer are noth- 
ing short of plain robbery. The 
Army sure has a queer way of 
showing its appreciation and loyal- 
ty to men who have defended this 
country in two wars. 

In regard to your statement 
about the Capehart quarters at 
Benning—installing air condition- 
ing—if you have ever lived in the 
south you will realize that air con- 
ditioning units are a necessity in- 
stead of a luxury, but being a 
civilian in high office I doubt if 
you’ve ever experienced any of 
these discomforts. 

Just because we are career per- 
sonnel is no reason why we 
shouldn’t have some of the neces- 
sities of life. If civilians working 
for the Army can beat the: Army 
out of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars per year in per diem, TDY, 
schooling, etc., I can’t see the 
harm in building more Capehart 
quarters for better and healthier 
living conditions, not to mention 
a decent. place to raise children. 

Let the Army start taking care 
of its own and build more Cape- 
hart quarters, ‘and don’t worry 
what the civilians might say.

Name Assignments 


Not Final Answer 


- BAMBERG, Germany — Almost 
every week we see articles about 
promotions, assignments and those 
best qualified for a job; also over- 
strength and shortage MOS. Now 
let’s start with name assignments. 
What good will it do if the De- 
partment of the Army assigns a 
person to a certain job? You know 
as well as I know that as soon as 
a new man comes into a job as- 
signed by the Army, if the local 
commander does not want the 
man, regardless of rank or MOS, 
he will get him transferred to 
some other unit that does not 
want him and most probably is 
overstrength in his rank and 
MOS. 

Now I am assigned to a unit of 
the Seventh Army and attached to 
the 3d Inf. Div., and this same sort 
of thing has been happening all 
along. We get orders for a ship- 
ment of new men, and just as 
soon as they come in, the people 
topside put their fingers in the 
bowl and you can bet your bottom 
dollar that they will get their pick 
of the ones they want and leave 
you the rest. 

If they do not transfer them, 
they will either put them on TDY 
or special duty, and either way 
you will lose them until they ro- 
tate. 

All this time you will be carry- 
ing them on your strength report 
and someone else is doing the job 
of the people that you are carry- 
ing, and they are someplace else, 
doing some other person’s work. 
Also you have to get these same 
people promoted in a slot that is 
being performed by some good 
man who cannot get promoted. 

Another problem is transfers .in 
and out. We are a service unit, 
but classified as a combat unit 
due to our mission. We get new 
men in, and high headquarters to 
which we are attached selects the 
best ones that they want and leave 
us ones that are not useful to us. 
We usually have the ones left who 
have profiles, who are no good and 
unreliable to our mission. 

Now on the othér hand the bat- 
talion which we are attached to will 
send us their undesirables. Even 
though we are overstrength in 
rank they are still sending us 
more, with profiles. That leaves a 
few other NCOs doing more than 
their job. We have orders of more 
NCOs arriving from the States, 
but this has no bearing on the 
ease. We have NCOs doing noth- 
‘ng that is listed on the critical 
list with their MOS. They will not 
transfer them nor will they find 
them a job.

APG Returns 
‘Tiger’ Tanks 


To Germany 


ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUND, Md.—The biggest tank 
in the world ever engaged in actual 
combat during war time was 
shipped back to its birthplace last 
week. 

A German “King Tiger” Tank 
used by the German Army during 
World War 11, weighing 75 tons 
was shiped by rail from the Army 
Ordnance Museum, here to Balti- 
more where it was loaded aboard 
the Ge:man ship S.S. Gottingen at 
Pier 11 for its voyage back to Ger- 
many. 

The tank is one of two sent back 
to America by the Ordnance tech- 
nical intelligence teams during 
World War II. It will be placed in 
the West German Museum at the 
German Tank Training Area, south 
east of Frankfurt. 

Captured near the city of Aachen 
in 1945, the tanks were sent to 
Aberdeen for metallurgy and per- 
formance tests. The King Tiger 
tank mounted a high velocity 88 
millimeter gun and was one of the 
most powerful tanks ever built. 
They were later turned over to the 
Ordnance Museum for public dis- 
play. 

This tank was returned to Ger- 
many by the Department of De- 
fense at the request of the Ger- 
man Embassy. The other tank will 
remain in the Ordnance Museum.

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Rangers Water Survival Course Shakes Some 


By DENNIS COOPER 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—“I’ve been swimming since I 
was eight years old and have always lived around the water, 
but when I stood by the side of that pool and knew that I 
had to jump in with my rifle and equipment—lI was afraid.” 


These are the words of a young 
Army lieutenant after completing 
the combat water survival class 
conducted by the Army Rangers 
at Fort Benning’s Harmony Church 
swimming pool. 

“But once I was in the water 
and realized that I could save my- 
self, I lost that fear,” the lieuten- 
ant added. 

The class, recently initiated by 
the Rangers of the _ Infantry 
School, will greatly improve the 
effectiveness of the Ranger sol- 
dier in actual combat, according to 
officials. 

“This class is designed to give 
the men experience and confid- 
ence in the water while dressed in 
uniform similar to that they would 
be in during combat,” Maj. 
Christopher M. Gooch, chairman of 
the Ranger combat conditioning 
committee, explained. 

He said the course would over- 
come over-confidence as well as 
under-confidence. 

“The men’ who falter,” he con- 
tinued, “are usually the strong 
swimmers, not the weak ones. The 
weak swimmers know that the 
water can drown them and they 
respect it.” 

“Many strong swimmers jump 
right in and panic when surprised 
and confused by the difference 
the clothes and equipment make,” 
he said. Weather conditions and 
temperature also add to the con- 
fusion, Maj. Gooch added. 

* - 

THE MAJOR brought out the 
fact that only a small minority of 
aj] soldiers in the Army has ever 
béen in the water with anything 
on other than a swim suit. 

“We are taking away the fear 
of an unknown experience by giv- 
ing them. this experience,” he 
said. 

The students get the water 
survival class early in the morning 
of the first day of the rigorous 
®week Ranger course, reputed to 
be the Army’s toughest.

troduction of the class into the 
Ranger training schedules, accord- 
ing to Ranger officials, is the vast 
amount of water around which the 
students operate during the course. 

After the conditioning phase at 
Benning, the students learn jungle 
fighting in the Florida swamps and 
mountain techniques over the rug- 
ged terrain of North Georgia. 

During the class, the men are 
blindfolded and walk off a 12- 
foot high diving board..They wear 
field uniform and boots, and are 
weighted down with a rifle and 
a harness full of such combat 
necessities as canteen, ration cans, 
ammunition, wire cutters, bayonets 
and machetes. 

While under the water, the men 
must swim to the edge of the 
peol 20 feet away. 

Other parts of the class include 
swimming, kicking and floating 
exercises, and jumping backward 
into the water from the edge of 
the pool without the blindfold, a 
“dress rehearsal” for the leap from 
the three-meter board. 


THE CLASS is designed to ap- 
proach actual combat conditions 
as closely as possible. The blind- 
fold simulates darkness, the back- 
wards jump from the edge of 
the pool and the fall .from the 
12-foot board cause temporary 
shock and confusion, and the kick- 
ing and floating exercises teach 
the men methods of staying on top 
of the water unti] they can com- 
pose themselves and swim out. 

Giving technical assistance to the 
Army throughout the classes is 
Robert H. Lucey, assistant direc- 
tor of the American Red Cross in 
Atlanta, Ga. During the first class,

Lucey who has been working in 
water safety for over 23 years, 
described the training as “psychol- 
ogical indoctrination.” 

“The element of panic can only 
be overcome by confidence and 
experience,” he said. 

Lucey is firm in his belief that 
combat water survival classes 
should be completely integrated 
into the Armed Services. He said 
that during World War II, the 
American Red Cross _ trained 
thousands of soldiers in water 
survival. 

“But next time there may not 
be a chance,” he warned.

Army Operates Defense Fleet: 
Of 5878 Specialized Rail Cars 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Military Traffic Management Agency (MTMA) has as- 
sumed operational control over all Defense Department rail cars that are not permanently 
assigned to intra-base or intra-plant operations. 


Consisting of car types that the 
railway industry does not furnish 
in sufficient quantity to meet cur- 
rent and mobilization require- 
ments, this rail interchange fleet 
totals 5878 tank cars, box cars, flat 
cars, hoppers and gondolas. 


At the start of fiscal year 1960, 
the Defense Department authorized 
and established the Army Manage- 
ment Fund/Interchange Fleet, 
opening the way for the effective 
funnding of interchange fleet 
operations. Now operating on a 
financially self-sustaining basis, the 
funding of interchange ~ fleet 
earned $1,745,100 during fiscal 
1960, approximately two-thirds of 
which was applied to maintenance, 
excess empty mileage accounts, and 
other necessary expenditures. 

Under the command of its execu- 
tive director, Maj. General I. 
Sewell Morris, MTMA maintains 
broad supervisory control over the 
operation of the Defense rail inter- 
change fleet. This supervisory con- 
trol is delegated to the bulk liquid 
and car distribution branch, gen- 
eral traffic division, which is 
headed by Lt. Col. A. J. Walsh.

On 1 Nov., 1959, ‘\owever, both 
fleets were consolidated under 
MTMA control.

for maintenance funding prior to 
the creation of the Army Manage- 
ment Fund/Interchange Fleet.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Mili- 
tary Traffic Management Agency 
(MTMA) will present a special 
briefing on procurement traffic 
management at MTMA Headquar- 
ters on 30 August, it has been an- 
nounced by Maj. Gen. I. Sewell 
Morris, executive director of the 
agency. 

Dual objectives of the briefing 
will be to discuss military traffic 
management requirements for sup- 
porting normal and emergency de- 
fense procurement missions and to 
promote maximum uniformity in 
policies and practices. Key pro- 
curement and supply management 
personnel of the Department of De- 
fense have been invited to attend. 

MTMA, now in its fourth year of 
operation, is responsible for pro- 
curement of commercial freight 
transportation services between 
points in the United States. An ad- 
ditional peacetime responsibility is 
to prepare for continuance of its 
traffic management operations in 
the event of war. Gen. Morris has 
stated that it is the aim of MTMA 


to assure that procurement traffic 
management techniques are in con- 
sonance with changing logistics and 
supply concepts. 

Coordinators of the MTMA brief- 
ing are Col. J. W. Higgins, direc- 
tor of traffic, and Lt. Col. John C. 
Woodburn, chief of the procure- 
ment traffic inanagement branch, 
general traffic division. They are 
being assisted by procurement traf- 
fic management specialists Paul 
Kurth and John Toran. ‘

retired pay increase. Now, said 
President Eisenhower, on recon- 
sideration he felt the historic prin- 
ciple of relating retired pay to 
active-duty rates should be pre- 
served.

type planes. MATS also would like to get more than 
200 other modern jet or turbo-prop planes such 
as the Canadian CL-44. MATS has detailed the type 
of plane it would like to have—an air leviathan 
that would cruise at 506 miles an hour, carry a 
maximum human or freight cargo of 70,000 pounds 
on normal runs, 40,000 pounds trans-Pacific non- 
stop and have the capability of takeoff with max- 
imum load from a 5000-foot runway with a 50-foot 
obstacle at the end of it. 


Such a plane would be ideal for take-offs, with 
dependents aboard, from West Berlin and other 
fields in Germany. 

Cost of the new planes MATS would like to have 
to airlift troops and cargo and evacuate dependents 
is staggering. It has one plane on the drawing 
board that would cost $5-million, could be delivered 
by 1965 and it would like to have $1-billion, 360- 
million worth of them. Failing that, MATS could 
order 232 of the Canadian CL-44’s now in production 
and for current 1960 delivery at a sum of $881.6 
millions. 

MATS’ current air fleet includes 35 C-133 Cargo- 
masters which can make a trans-Atlantic run with 
45,000 pounds, 291 C-124 Globemasters which can 
carry 50,000 pounds for 2300 miles, 56 C-121 Con- 
stellations that can lift 40,000 pounds of cargo 5000 
miles, and more than 100 Liftmasters capable of 
toting 29,500 pounds cargo 5000 miles. 

Backing up MATS for troop lifting or dependent 
evacuation might be the Civil Reserve Air Fleet 
(commercial airline planes) and the Tactical Air 
Command (CRAF and TAC). If MATS could com- 
mandeer a CRAF jet 707 on M-day and use it for 
dependents’ evacuation, it could get 200 women and 
children out in one flight. There was a recent inci- 
dent in the Congo where about 300 women and 
children were flown out on one plane but that was 
a short hop. 

TAC, including units assigned to Air National 
Guard, has about 1000 planes, according to the latest 
available information. But these are not the type of 
planes MATS would like to have on an M-day or 
D-day flight line. The TAC planes comprise C-130 
Hercules (2000 miles with 92 troops, 64 paratroops 
and 36,500 pounds); C-123 Provider (3000 miles with 
60 troops or 24,000 pounds of cargo); and C-119 
Flying Boxcar (2000 miles with 10,000 pounds or 
62 troops). 

MATS is sensitive.about it capabilities. It points 
with pride to the job it did in the Lebanon crisis. 
But a House subcommittee of 7 has said MATS was 
very lucky in meeting airlift needs in that opera- 
tion. Not only were there no American dependents 
to get out, but MATS, according to congressional 


investigators, was able to meet JCS requirements 
for Lebanon “because a number of MATS aircraft 
were airborne in the vicinity of the European 
theater at time of need and were thereby immedi- 
ately diverted from a peacetime mission to the JCS 
requirement” for Lebanon. 


This same congressional committee said that 
MATS’ “strategic airlift capability was seriously in- 
adequate,” and if MATS does not get the big planes 
it wants many tens of thousands of American de- 
pendents may be left stranded overseas, perhaps 
in Russian labor camps or worse on death marches 
to Communist China compounds. 

Further, the congressional committee in its report 
said that with the exception of 58 passenger jets 
in CRAF and 31 C-133’s in the MATS fleet “THERE 
ARE NO MODERN AIRCRAFT IN EITHER 
FLEET.” The committee capitalized and emphasized 
the words in the quotation marks. 


A survey has shown, it was learned, that 452 
of the 487 planes “owned” by MATS are in official 
words “while still able to perform a useful service 
. . . Obsolescent.”

tage IMPORTANCE of deriving more income from for- 
eign travel as a means of meeting our defense ex- 
—- was spotlighted recently in hearings on the 
nate-passed bill to give the Commerce Department 
international travel office. 

Advocates of the measure, which is expected tot % 
ceive House approval at this session, view enlaxg rni- 
ings from foreign travel as one of the most inviting 
sources of Federal revenue. vane 

They also see the growing disparity between wha 
our citizens, including the military, spend abrowd wad 
what foreigners spend in the United States as one of the 
most serious defects in our entire trade relations. 

They point out that our total trade income last year 
covered less than one-fourth of the overseas military 
outlay, foreign and expenditures and the loss in foreign: 

To meet our national defense expenses (now,ar 
$40 billion a year) and the vast outlay on foreign ig 
to mention other great Federal costs, much 
must be forthcoming. ‘ 

Sponsors of the travel bill maintain that every dok 
lar spent inducing visitors to come to America will pro- 
duce a $20 per-person return. 

The $5 million specified for setting up and operating 
the new promotional system is expected to produce 
around $75 million in travel income the first year. 

With West Germany, France, Japan and other coun- 
tries enjoying greater prosperity, with air travel costs 
constantly declining, and with new jets and new ships 
entering service, it would seem most timely for the gov- 
ernment to lend every aid possible to encouraging more 
of our overseas neighbors to visit us.

liquid propellant test! facilities 
through the turnover to Picatinny 
Arsenal, the Army Ordnance am- 
munition development center, of 
the adjacent Naval Air Rocket Test 
Station at Lake Denmark, N.J. 

The Ordnace Corps acquired 760 
acres of land and 215 buildings, in- 
cluding 68 permanent warehouses, 
valued at approximately $12-million 
in the transaction. 

Picatinny Arsenal is located near 
Dover, N.J., about 30 miles north- 
west of New York City. 

A new liquid rocket propellants 
laboratory has been activated in 
the arsenal’s ammunition group 
and absorbed 81 civilians former- 
ly employed by the Navy. 

Among the testing facilities 
which now will be used in the 
Army’s research and development 
program are:

the proper methods of giving im- 
mediate medical attention to the 
wounded.” 

Emphasis is placed on medical 
care in the event of a nuclear at- 
tack, with attention directed to the 
use of the Phase No. 1 Emergéncy 
Medical Air Kit. The kit is equipped 
with medical supplies for the care 
and treatment of 100 casualties for 
a period of 72 hours. Under the 
present emergency treatment:plan, 
a unit is equipped with one kit per 
100 men. 

Throughout the training pro- 
gram, extensive use is being made 
of training films, charts and ‘practi- 
cal exercises. 

The course instructors, all 
trained personnel, are Dillavou, 
Sp6 Samuel F. Librera from Bat- 
tery C, PFC Henry L. Jackson of 
Battery A, and Pvt. James Schenk 
of B Battery. All have received spe- 
cial training in preparation for this 
program.

men. Each unit in this command 
has at least one medi¢ on duty at 
all times.

6¢Y OU CAN have men in your room between the hours 

of eight in the morning and 11 at night—one o’clock 
Friday and Saturday — but if they catch one there five 
minutes after curfew, out you go and back to the States.” 

That was the first piece of advice Sarah Renshaw, a 
young and beautiful service club recreation director, got 
when she arrived at the Patch. 

Anchorage, Alaska, in 1950 was a sprawling town 
with more saloons than grocery stores. During the sum- 
mer migrant laborers come to fill their pockets before 
the next winter. With the first hard freeze they fled, 
leaving the military men who had to defend the coastline 
during the Korean War, and keep the frozen airplanes 
ready to fly, to amuse themselves as best they could. 

On paydays, or on Saturday nights, they trooped into 
town and drank themselves into oblivion or spent their 
paychecks in one of the bawdy houses on the edge of 
town, says the author who uses this setting to tell about 
the life led in Anchorage by service club directors, 
secretaries, clerks and other women who volunteered to 
work there in those days. 

The book’s central figure, Sarah, imagined a place 
where men far outnumbered women would provide a 
gay and glamorous life and, perhaps, a husband. Instead 
she found a lopsided world where the rules of civilized 
society no longer held. 

She became just another female who lived and 
loved in the Patch, a cluster of 10 flat, ramshackled huts 
covered with black tar paper, at Elmendorp AB. Some 
240 unmarried civilian girls lived there and were care- 
fully guarded at night by half a dozen military policemen. 

For this book Kay Hampton, who went to Alaska in 
1{49 and stayed for three years, has drawn on her 
knowledge to tell a story of love affairs, rape and per- 
version. The descriptions are vivid, leaving almost 
nothing to the reader’s imagination. 

It’s a fast story, paced fast.

On 30 August 1781, Admiral 
De Grasse of the French Navy 
reached the Chesepeake Bay, 
and thereby portended the end 
of the American Revolution.

Lift System Shown 
For VTOL Planes 


WASHINGTON—A new propulsion system which multi- 
plies the thrust of a conventional turbo-jet for vertical lift 
was unveiled at the annual meeting of the Association of the 
United States Army this month by General Electric’s flight 


propulsion laboratory department. 


The new system, called a “lift 
fan,” was designed for new types 
of aircraft that can take off and 
land vertically, yet can cruise like 
present jet aircraft during forward 
flight. 

It consists of three basic com- 
ponents: a turbojet engine, a di- 
verter valve, and a 76-inch diam- 
eter lift fan. Although the fan 
can be used with almost any con- 
ventional turbojet engine, the 
present configuration uses a J-85 
turbojet, manufactured by the com- 
pany’s small aircraft engine de- 
partment in Lynn, Mass. Using this 
engine, which produces 2500- 
pounds thrust, the lift fan boosts 


the thrust for vertical flight to 
7500 pounds. 

For vertical take off, the hot 
gases from the turbojet are divert- 


ed to the lift fan. These gases flow 


through turbine blades mounted at 
the outer edges of the fan causing 
it to rotate at high speed and pro- 
duce vertical thrust.

ONCE AIRBORNE, AN aircraft 
using the lift fan would be con- 
verted to normal forward flight in 
two steps. First, the pitch of lou- 
vers under the fan would be 
changed to deflect the fan exhaust 
rearwerd, thus producing horizon- 
tal acceleration. Once the aircraft 


speed was sufficient for normal 
wing-supported flight, the diverter 
valve would be re-positioned to al- 
low straight-through flow of the 
gases, the fan louvers would be 
closed, and the aircraft would func- 
tion like present-day jets. 

For vertical landing, the pro- 
cedure would be reversed. 

Aircraft of various sizes and con- 
figurations could use the lift fan 
for both military and commercial

NEW YORK. — A contract to 
supply nuclear fuel for power 
plants at two distant Army posts 
has been granted Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

D. J. C. Copps, vice president 
and general manager of the cor- 
poration’s energy division, said the 
contract called for nuclear core 
components for reactors at Fort 
Greeley, Alaska, and Camp Cen- 
tury in Greenland. 

Power plants at both sites are 
being built under the direction of 
Army Engineers. The camp in 
Greenland is under ice. 

Copps said the nuclear core 
components being made by Mathie- 
son will be replacement parts. They 
are being manufactured at the cor- 
poration’s plant in New Haven, 
Conn., and will supply power for 
each camp for approximately one 


ear. 

, It is expected that great sav- 
ings in operating costs will re- 
sult from use of nuclear power in 
remote areas. 

Fort Greeley is approximately 
85 miles southeast of Fairbanks. 
Its wide range in temperature — 
from a low of —63°F to a high of 
+90°F — make it an ideal loca- 
tion for testing nuclear power. 

Both core components will sup- 
ply power for heat and electricity 
for the entire posts.

Market Next Year 


Wo becor PREDICTION frequently made in the photographic industry that amateurs will 
return to the darkroom in large masses when color development has been simplified, 
will soon be put to the test. Early next year, FR Corporation and the Anken Chemical 


& Film Corporation will place 


on the market a color printing 
kit that will enable anyone famil- 
iar with black-and-white darkroom 
processing to make color prints 
with equal facility. 

Moreover, he will be able to do 
the job in only 11 minutes, com- 
pared with nearly an hour for pres- 
ént color printing processes. 

Lawrence R, Fink, president of 
FR, in making the announcement 
recently, told this writer that the 
kit would cost about $4 and will 
contain color printing paper, three 
“one-shot” solutions (use once and 
discard), a special -safelight filter, 
three gelatin printing filters and 
an adjustable filter holder for the 
enlarger lens. 

The paper is designed for print- 
ing directly from color negatives, 
which just about everybody is now 
convinced is the color method of 
the future. It has not yet been

The color negative will be ex- 
posed as in. normal black-and- 
white enlarging, except that 
three exposures will be made in 

succession, the first through a 
magenta filter, the next through 
a blue-green filter, and the third 
through a yellow filter. 

Development will be in three 
trays containing the color de- 
veloper, the short stop, and the 
bleach-fixer. The last bath will 
bleach out the silver image in the 
paper emulsion, leaving the final 
dye picture. The results will be 
seen shortly after immersion in 
the bleach-fixer. Washing the 
developed prints will be for the 
usual hour. 

An attractive feature of the new 
process is that there is nothing 
critical about the temperature of 
the baths; they have the same 
latitude as regular black-and-white 
processing. 

The new color printing material 
will be reaching the American 
market just about the time that 
a number of European color neg- 
ative films are expected to be con- 
verging here, including Adox 
35mm and 120 color negative films. 

The writer has seen some sam- 
ples of the prints, which are based 
on a process called a Pakolor that 
has been available in England for 
about two years, and is satisfied 
on the basis of these prints that 
the American public will be 
pleased.

Other features of the 485-acre 
Cantigny estate include the McCor- 
mick experimental gardens, and the 
McCormick museum, former resi- 
dence of Col. McCormick, which is 
now an educational museum. The 
485-acre estate also includes wood- 
ed walks and picnic areas, with 
parking space for approximately 
300 cars. 

In accordance with the provisions 


and publisher of the Chicago 


of Col. McCormick’s will, the es- 
tate is maintained “as a public park 
and museum for the recreation, in- 
struction, and welfare of the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois.” 

THE military memorial was es- 
tablished by the trustees in recogni- 
tion of Col. McCormick’s lifelong 
interest in the military unit with 
which he had served during World 
War I. Its name commemorates the 
battle of Cantigny, France, the first 
War I action in which American 
troops fought as a unit. The Amer- 
icans who fought at Cantigny were 
members of units of the ist Div., 
including McCormick’s unit. At the 
time, McCormick was commanding 
officer of Btry. D of the Fifty Field 
Artillery Battalion. 

Purpose of the museum is to 
serve as a medium of public edu- 
cation in the field of military his- 
tory, to provide information on mil- 
itary equipment and methods, and 
to furnish source material for edu- 
cators and writers seeking informa- 
tion on the history of the First Di- 
vision. 

In establishing the museum, the 
trustees worked in cooperation 
with the Society of the First Divi- 
sion. Museum exhibits were de- 
signed by Donovan Worland, direc- 
tor of the exhibits department of 
Latham-Tyler-Jensen, Chicago in- 
dustrial design firm. 

Officers of the Cantigny First Di- 
vision Foundation are Lt. Gen. Clar- 
ence R. Huebner, War II command- 
er of the First Division, chairman; 
Maj. Gen. Theodore W. Parker, 
current commanding officer of the 
division, vice-chairman; Arthur A.

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.

Rest Center for Nazi Pilots

MUNICH, Germany — The 
USAREUR Religious Retreat 
House for all U.S. military 
personnel at Berchtesgaden, is 
celebrating its sixth anniver- 
sary this month. 

A part of the Berchtesgaden Rec- 
reation Area, the Retreat House 
came into operation in 1954, but 
its history goes back much further. 
Better known as the Alpine Inn, it 
was built during World War II on 
orders from Nazi Luftwaffe Chief, 
Hermann Goering, as a rest center 
for his pilots. 

Accommodating approximately 
100 persons, it was just the right 
size for a retreat house when: the 
Americans took over later. Its at- 
mosphere was informal with guests 
quartered in cottage style buildings 
scattered through a _ pleasant 
wooded area only a few minutes 
drive from downtown Berchtes- 
gaden, at the foot of the Kehlstein 
mountain, atop of which sits Hit- 
ler’s Eagles’s Nest. The Inn was 
built during the war by Slav and 
Polish slave labor, including three 
Polish Catholic Priests. 

The first Retreat House Chap- 
lain, Lt. Col. Oliver H. Kelly, a 
Methodist, arrived a few days after 
1 June, 1954, to supervise the con- 
version of the Alpine Inn into a 
retreat house facility. During this 
time, the first Protestant services 
were held in the local German Lu- 
theran Church. 

During the conversion process, a 
Roman Catholic chaplain, Capt. 
James P. McBreen, arrived to han- 
dle his religion’s portion of the pro- 
gram.

Cold Weather Tactics Getting Study 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—A new addition to U.S. Army, Alaska is working to 
lighten the burden and increase the fighting efficiency of far northern combat soldiers. 
It is the Combat Development Section. 


The new section, Combat Devel- 
opment, will develop new tactics, 
doctrine and equipment for north- 
ern military operations. 

Four Army officers, all experi- 
enced at cold weather and moun- 
tain operations, have been selected 
by Maj. Gen. J. H. Michaelis, USA- 
RAL commander, to do this vital 
work. 

Heading the new staff section is 
Col. Frank G. Forrest, former as- 
sistant commandant of the Army’s 
Cold Weather and Mountain School 
at Fort Greely. He is known 
throughout the armed forces as an 
expert in cold weather and moun- 
tain operations and tactics. 


With Col. Forrest in the new sec- 


tion are Lt. Col. Walter W. Egbert,: 


Maj. James D. Braham, and Maj. 
Murt F. Kelty. They also were 
formerly with the Cold Weather 
and Mountain School. 

“They have a job that is vitally 
important to the whole free world,” 
Maj. Gen. Michaelis said. “Today 
the north is strategically more im- 
portant than ever before. U. S. 
forces must be ready to face an 
aggressor anywhere in the nearly 
one-quarter of the world’s land 
mass that is the north,” he added.

studied by the section are clothing 
and equipment, over-snow and 
over-muskeg mobility, and logisti- 
cal support of mountain operations.

Add to this 
the weight of cold weather cloth- 
ing and sleeping bag, and his pack 
weighs 118 pounds. Col. Forrest 
and his group are studying new 
light weight materials which may 
reduce this cumbersome load. 

“Logistical support of men en- 
gaged in mountain operations is 
the most difficult in land warfare,” 
Col. Forrest explained. “Through 
the new section’s work, rapid and 
more dependable logistical support 
is hoped for.” 

The section is also giving Army

FORT BRAGG, N.C.—CWO Fred 
A. Ball, 2d Observation Bn., 26th

FORT BENNING, Ga.—The Army’s Aerial Reconnais- 
sance Security Company is receiving its biggest test in Exer- 
cise Bright Star/Pine Cone III, held at Fort Bragg. 


When Army officers realized 
that an accelerated reconnaissance 
program would be a must in the 
modern Army, one word—helicop- 
ters—seemed to be most important. 
These officials reasoned that the

in a lightly greased deep bowl. 
Turn dough to bring greased sur- 
face to top. Cover bowl with waxed 
paper and a towel and let stand 
in a warm place until dough is 
doubled in size—about and hour 
and a half to two hours. 

Punch dough down with fist. 
Turn out onto a lightly floured sur- 
face. Roll about %-inch thick, and 
using a sharp knife, cut into 2- 
inch squares or diamonds. Place 
doughnuts on a floured board, cov- 
er and let rise in a warm place 
until doubled in size. 

About 20 minutes before deep 
frying, fill a deep saucepan half 
to two-thirds full with vegetable 
shortening, all purpose shortening, 
lard or cooking oil. Heat fat slowly 
to 365 degrees. 


When doughnuts have doubled 
their size, deep fry in heated fat. 
Fry only as many at one time as 
will float uncrowded one layer deep 
in the fat. Fry two or three min- 
utes until lightly browned. Turn 
doughnuts with a fork as they rise 
to the surface several times 
during the cooking, but do not 
pierce. 

Remove with a slotted spoon, 
drain over fat for a few seconds 
and remove to -absorbent paper. 
Shake two or three doughnuts at 
one time in a plastic bag contain- 
ing sifted confectioner’s sugar. 

Serve warm or store in tightly 
covered jar. 

Yield: about six dozen.

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Guidance Licks Lackapracticitis 
When Music Lessons Seem Dull 


When it comes to music lessons most youngsters get off to a roaring start. Their en- 
thusiasm inflates like bubble gum, and parents feel having a Van Cliburn in the house is 


only a matter of time. 


But sometimes this boiling en- 
thusiasm turns to simmering reluc- 
tance, and mothers and fathers 
start to wonder how to cope with 
“lackapracticitis.” 

According to Marion Egbert, vice 
president and edu:ational consul- 
tant of the American Music Con- 
ference, much of the answer to 
“lackapracticitis” lies in the child’s 
attitude towards music. If he 
thinks it will always be as much 
fun as the first try, he will wel- 
come scheduled practice sessions. 
If music becomes a chore, his in- 
terest will fade. 

Most children have an instinctive 
love for musie and rhythm. Today, 
almost al] children are introduced 
to music as early as kindergarten. 
There they experience a real thrill 
of being able to make their own 
musical sounds on simple instru- 
ments, such as plastic flutes and 
rhythm blocks. But developing 
native interest into sound practice 
takes adult guidance. 

In most cases it is the parents 
who determine the child’s at- 
titude toward at-home practice 
sessions. If the child’s zest for 
music-making starts to wane, 
Says Egbert, it is up to the par- 
ents to re-ignite the spark. He 
offers the follewing comments: 

@ The most important key to in- 
teresting children in playing is the 
family’s regard for music. Children 
pattern themselves after their 
elders and will often sneak over to 
the piano or other instrument 
when no one is looking to imitate 
the family’s “musical hero.” If 
listening to good music—classical, 
popular or modern—is a part of 
the family’s activities, if friends 
get together for a little harmoniz- 
ing or jam sessions, then the same 
fun with music will be passed on 
to the children. The parents’ love 
of music is very important. 

@ The music teacher’s attitude 
should be in tune with the parents’ 
attitude. Her teaching should be 
enjoyable and not another form of 
“homework.” 

@ Music should never be con- 
sidered a substitute for other forms 
of enjoyment, but rather an addi- 
tion to all pleasant things. If out- 
dor play or favorite indoor activi- 
ties are important to a child and 
afternoon hours are scheduled for 
music practice, everyone suffers 
from the confliet, especially music. 


THE PROFESSIONAL bulge in both cheeks marks the enthusiasm 
of this budding amateur musician. If his outlook on music remains 
as rosy as it appears here, there will be sweet music around 
the house for many years to come. 


This may mean a slight change 
from usual practice times. The 
morning hours before school may 
be the “golden hours” for practice. 

As for practice sessions them- 

selves, Egbert lists a number of 
items that parents should consider 
in making the learning process 
easier and more welcome. 

@ Pride begins at an early age. 
Children like to tackle ticklish 
problems and are proud when 
they have done a good job. 
“Notice particularly,” says 
Egbert, “the young musician’s 
work on a difficult piece. Compli- 
ment him on passages he might 
consider difficult and acknowl- 
edge that he is mastering them. 
Coaxing and threats are net sub- 
stitutes.” 

® Don’t be hesitant to give up 

some of your spare time to listen to 
progress and finished pieces. Your 
child is asking for an audience and, 
since you are his first, be a good 
one. 

@ A youngster’s span of atten- 

tion is shorter than an adult’s.

result in restlessness and loss of 
attention. With the very young 
beginners two 10-minute sessions 
a day can be the right prescription 
for maintaining interest and devel- 
oping optimum skill. As progress 
is made, lessons can be gradually 
lengthened. 

@ Avoid emotional disturbances 
before or during practice sessions. 
It should be a happy time. 

@ Let your child practice the 
harder pieces first. Save the 
finished pieces for dessert. 

® Beware of bogging down on 
one piece, or the other extreme of 
rushing without correcting 
mistakes, 

® The practice instrument 

must be adequate. A poorly tuned 
piano, for instance, can be de- 
trimental. Good lighting and 
proper musical accessories are 
musts too. 

® But, above all, be interested. 
Parents must also face the prob- 
lem of discipline, for discipline is 
a part of all training. There must 
be a schedule of some kind. You 
should discuss the time and length 
of practice sessions with your 
child. But when the final decision 
is to be made, it is yours to make. 
Balanced with consideration, dis- 
eipline is an important cornerstone 
in building musical accomplish- 
ment. 

Chances are that your child has 
been, or will be, introduced to 
music in his first or second year 
of formal education. The American 
Music Conference says this is the 
ease with more than 90 percent of 
all school children. What happens 
to their musical progress rests 
largely on the broad shoulders of 
parents.

Q. If a soldier is separated 
from service with a disability rated 
at less than 30 percent, how much 
severance pay does he receive? 

A. If he meets the conditions 
for the pay, it is two months’ basic 
pay of the highest grade satisfac- 
torily held, multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of active service, but 
cuts off at 2 years’ basic pay. It is 
paid in a lump sum. 


MUST PAY DEBTS 


Q. May a soldier be court-mar- 
tialed and discharged for inability 
to pay his debts? 

A. Yes, if his commanding offi- 
cer believes that he has dishonor- 
ably failed to pay his just debts. 
(See AR 600-10, par. 9b.) Resigna- 
tion in lieu of trial is authorized in 
AR 635-220, par.

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GUNS and 
SHOOTING 


By COL. CHARLES ASKINS 
Pistol practice in the Army is going cowboy. New courses 
of fire just approved and published include quick draw and 


shoot ’em up from the hip. 
New courses also include firing 

from the kneeling and the prone 

positions and the use of both 


hands. The old 
standard Army 
L target, stand- 
by for a_half- 
century isn’t 
mentioned any- 
where in the 
new firing 
tables. 

The _ targets 
to be used will 
be the standard 
American 25 
yard bullseye 
and two varia- 
tions of the E type silfiouette. The 
10-shot string at the bobbers as 
practiced for lo these many years 
isn’t written into the new gym- 
nastics. There is plenty of ‘firing 
at the man-figure ‘but it is much 
more spectacular. Now, among 
other things, the firer whips out 
the old Model ’11 pistol and 
whangs away at two silhouettes on 
his left and then whirls and cuts 
down on two on his right. Just like 
on TV. 

The new tables have a strong 
smell of the FBI about them. J. 
Edgar Hoover’s boys belly down, 
kneel, run and shoot, bang away 
around a barricade, and go into a 
deep crouch from which position 
they shoot from the hip. Evidently 
whoever wrote our new firing 
courses had considerably more 
than a nodding acquaintance with 
the shooting as done by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. All 
these acrobatics may be okay for 
the cops but I wonder if it has 
much practical value for the sol- 
dier? 

It is highly questionable if the 
pistol-packing military type will 
ever have any need to make a 
quick draw. In combat the weapon 
is going to be in his hand if the 
situation gets so sticky he thinks 
he needs the pistol. His situation 
bears no resemblance to the cop- 
per who must walk into dark alleys, 
bedrooms, bars and bistros to 
bag his man. 

THE .45 PISTOL points abomin- 
ably. The angle between the bar- 
rel and the stock is so acute when 
the weapon is pointed from hip 
level shots strike an opponent at 
short range around the knees. The 
barrel-to-stock angle is only 17 
degrees when it should be twice 
that. Auto pistols like the Woods- 
man and the High Standard point 
well from belt level, but the Woods- 
man has a barrel-to-stock angle of

The service holster is an excel- 
lent design.

It has 
been designed to give the pistol 
full protection regardless of 
weather. The weapon is engulfed, 
swallowed up in the scabbard and 
the generous flap on top is a sort 
of roofing which is pretty nearly 
impervious to the elements. The 
people who designed this fine 
carry-all never intended it for any 
quick-draw acrobatics. And despite 
the new courses of fire it will not 
lend itself to any but the slowest, 
most awkward kind of a gun 
shatch. 

THE JAZZED-UP firing tables 
are going to spur some new interest 
in the pistol for the very fact. that 
they are new. We have lived too 
long with our old, unvarying slow- 
fire, timed-fire, rapid-fire and bob- 
ber circus. The idea as incorporated 
in the new tables of shooting from 
the kneeling and the prone, and 
the free use of two hands, are all 
things that hold.a great deal of 
practicality. Ammunition allow- 
ances are always stingy and time 
for range practice is abbreviated, 
so the encouragement of shooting 
from positions a great deal more 
steady than off-hand is a fine step 
in the right direction. 

Trainfire appears to be a fine 
and adequate answer for the rifle- 
man. It remains to be seen what 
will be forthcoming with the re- 
vised new pistol courses.

“We just happened by at the 
right time and did what had to be 
done,’ SP4 Kenneth Isenhower, 
Hq. 19th Arty. Gp., said after he 
and SP 4 Douglas Mathena, also of 
Hg. 19th Gp., and SP5 Junior Goins, 
Btry. D, ist Ms]. Bn., 7ist Arty., 
had been cast by chance into 
heroes’ roles. 

The incident took place between 
the launching and fire control 
areas of Btry. D, 1st Msl. Bn., 71st 
Arty. near Derwood, Md. The three 
men, who were going for chow in 
Goins’ car, saw a girl running from 
the house with a baby in her arms. 


Isenhower grabbed the baby from 
the girl and turned it upside down. 

“At first I thought it had 
drowned because the girl was soak- 
ing wet, but found that she had 
fallen from the couch and the maid 
had tried to revive her by pouring 
water on the child,” Isenhower 
said. 

Then while Goins drove to the 
hospital, Isenhower continued giv- 
ing the baby artificial respiration 
and Mathena calmed the maid” 

Dr. Charles Whitaker, who 
treated Donnie Ellen at the hos- 
pital, said the men apparently got 
the child breathing again after her 
fall from the couch. “They used 
their heads and got her breathing 
again and to the hospital in a 
hurry,” the doctor said.

Bede., had this to say about the 
act: “The quick, accurate and de- 
cisive thinking of these men is an 
outstanding example of their train- 
ing and the alertness to the emer- 
gency bringing credit upon them- 
selves and the Army.”

Discrimination 
In State Guard 


Is Charged 


WASHINGTON — The Civil 
Rights Commission said this week 
it has found “widespread” evi- 
dences of discrimination against 
Negroes joining National Guard 
units in the south 

The Commission mentioned no 
specific states where Negroes are 
barred from the Guard but other 
sources indicate that one of the 
States under investigation is North 
Carolina. 

At the heart of the Commission 
study is the charge that since 
Negroes. pay taxes, and federal 
funds support Guard units it is 
only fair that Negroes be admitted 
into their State Guard militia. 

The Commission said its year- 
end report will contain more spe- 
cific information on segregation 
practices. A spokesman also noted 
that the Commission has found a 
few instances of racial bias in the 
reserve as well as the active 
establishment. 


2000 Eligible 
For Promotion 


WASHINGTON — About 2000 
Army officers on active duty were 
named this week as eligible for 
temporary promotion to the grade 
of full colonel. The list of officers, 
published in Circular 624-25, in- 
cluded lieutenant colonels (Army 
and Chaplain only) who have béen 
placed in the primary zone of con- 
sideration for promotion. 

The circular announced that 
selection boards will be convened 
in Washington “on or about” 6 
Sept. 1960. Promotion eligibility 
dates for the primary zone of con- 
sideration were as follows: 

ATMY 30 June 1951 
@ Chaplain ............ 7 July 1951 
The circular specified that sec- 
ondary zones of consideration and 
selection of outstanding officers 
for temporary promotion to colonel 
will be made in accordance with 
AR 624-115. All selections from 
this list, the Army said, will be 
made on a “best qualified” basis. 


DAC Slash Averted 
By Judicious Freeze 


Army officials have reported 
that civilian manpower cuts sched- 
uled to take place next month will 
result in firing fewer than 300 em- 
ployes— instead of the 1200 which 
they thought they would have to 
bounce originally. Just a few weeks 
ago the prediction was that 800- 
900 would have to go. 


How Army officials have been 
able to accomplish this feat—which 
prevents throwing hundreds of 
career civilians into the ranks of 
the unemployed—is no mystery, 
but it did take a lot of hard work 
and sacrifice. 


The most successful tactic has 
been a freeze which was put on all 
hiring for the last three months 
for every job above the GS-6 level 
and a total freeze on hiring at all 
levels since July. By this means, 
the laws of attrition have cut civil- 
ian strength considerably. 


Other methods used were a near 
freeze on temporary summer job 
hiring and diversion of funds from 
as many available sources to save 
jobs which would otherwise have 
to go. 


Although the sharp decline in 


the number of employes who will. 


have to be laid off has been en- 
couraging to most officials, the fact 
that as many as 300 will be fired 
is still regarded by them as a bleak 
omen. It’s a tremendous blow to 
morale, they say, and claim it will 
have a bad effect on future re- 
cruiting programs. Many people go 
into a government job primarily 
for the security it offers and the 


career. Now, that security and 
career promise is open to question, 
they say. 

What makes the picture particu- 
larly dark is that the 300 employes 
the Army now believes it will have 
to fire are almost all in the GS-9 
to GS-15 group of career workers. 

In spite of objections from the 
Army, DOD and the Administration, 
Congress ordered the civilian man- 
power reductions several months 
ago. The order called for a 10 per- 
cent across-the-board cut of all 
Defense employes in the Washing- 
ton area, 

During the past two years the 
Army has taken civilian cuts in the 
Washington ‘area which have re- 
duced its white-collar strength. by 
22 percent. Civilian manpower at 
Army headquarters in Washington, 
in fact, is two percent below what 
it was. before the start ef the 
Korean War, though the strength 
of the uniformed Army is 40 per- 
cént greater than it was at that 


time.
